Dus, arc understandable. The veterans wno 
(ought the Oermans. aullered aa their pris- 
oners, or experienced cruelly at elvnmn 
liand.s before the surrender, arc coming home. 
They had reason to hate the Oernian.^, and to 
treat them with the severe Justice ihcy dc- 



But their replacements are largely 
who did not participate In the battle ot Qer- 
many. What they see t,-; a pcacetu! Germany, 
peopled by pretty glrl.i, cute younBstcr.-!, nice 
old ladles and a lot ot other outwardly friend- 
ly people. And being yoimg and American 
and probably homesick, they find It hard to 
dampen their Innate trlcndllnes,! and good 
nature. 

Thus they may fall prey to the subtle Ger- 
man propaganda, reported by so many 
American correspondents, which endeavors to 
build up .lympnthy for the Oermans and to 
plant In our young soldier.^' mtnds a dl.itrust 
and contempt toward their country's ivartlmc 
allies. Chlet peddlers of this propaganda are. 
naturally enough, the pretty girls who are the 
natural objects ot the troops' friendliness — 
pretty girls steeped from childhood In the 
doctrines of nazlsm. 

The humane but hard-headed and hard- 
boiled attitude which marks General Elsen- 
hower's dealings with the German.? will be 
required 0/ the men under him If this propa- 
ganda Is to be thwarted. But 11 will not bo 
easy to achieve. 

As the occupation continues, It U likely 
that the troops will Include an IncreasluR 
number of younger soldiers with no combat 
or. perhaps, even wartime experience. They 
will need to be Indoctrinated as carefully as 
the fighting soldier was. 

It would seem that, while General Trus- 
cott's announced program Is an excellent 
Idea, the Instruction he suggests might better 
start, earlier than the time of the soldier's ar- 
rival In Germany. Certainly It Is Important 
enough to require a thorough exposition. 

Unless the Third army replacements are 
schooled In an attitude toward the Germans 
that Is convincing and enforced, the nazl 
remnants In Germany have a chance to 
achieve the goal of their propaganda efforts; 
a sympathy toward Germans and Germany 
which, as after the last war, could persuade 
public opinion that restrictions on German 
Industrial practices and growlh were unjust 
and iinnccDs.'^ary. 

As General Elsenhower has said: "The suc- 
cess or failure of this occupation will be Judg- 
ed by the character of tho Germans 50 years 
from now." But the forces that will shape 
that Judgment are already at work. It la well 
that this government should take steps now 
to make sure that there are no foreseeable 
mistakes made that might prove Irreparable 
In tho future. 



NOT WORRY, BUT CONCERN 

No one In the country .secm.s to be less per- 
turbed over the present labor unrest and In- 
dustrial disorder than President Truman. He 
haa counseled us not to worry about It, and 
has explained tho wave of strikes as a na- 
tural postwar "letdown" and "blowup." 

Mr. Truman's psychological analysis seems 
sound. And certainly nothing will be gained 
by worrying over a current .situation which, In 
tho light of history's other endless ups and 
downs, will probably have no long-range ef- 
fect on this country or mankind In general. 

But there Is a difference between not wor- 
rying and not doing. We sometimes resort to 
remedies for physical IlLs which are not In the 
least alarming, but which have elements ot 
potential danger If neglected. 

Surely an extended continuation of post- 
war tleups In Industry, business, communica- 
tions and transportation would be cause fos: 
concern, If not worry, even In Washington. 
And that concern might translate Itself Into 
some Improvement In governmental policy, 
machinery and legislation touching upon the 
problems at hand.
